The  Commebcial  Museum. 

Hie  Philadelphia  Commercial  Museum  has  a  plant  and  equip- 
ment valued  at  several  millions  of  dollars.  It  has  the  largest 
and  most  thoroughly  equipped  hbrary  on  foreign  trade  subjects 
in  this  country,  and  probably  in  the  world.  Immense  buildingii 
are  filted  with  its  eadubits  and  loan  material  covering  tiie  in* 
dustries  and  conmierce  of  the  globe.  An  equipment  and  service 
for  assistance  in  seciuing  and  handling  foreign  trade  has  been 
developed  by  the  organisation  at  a  cost  of  several  hundred 
tiiousand  ddlara.  While  bearing  the  name  <tf  its  loeati<my  the 
work  of  the  museum  and  the  foreign  trade  service  are  of  national 
scope  and  influence,  and  are  supported  by  extensive  State  and 
city  appropriations  and  by  subscriptions  from  maiQr  important 
bufflness  ooneems. 

FoBSiGN  Trads  Bubx^u. 

The  basis  for  the  foreign  trade  service  of  the  organization  is 
found  in  the  immense  files  of  industrial  and  trade  information 
collected  for  all  industries  and  all  quarters  of  the  i^obe,  and  filed 
in  sueh  a  way  as  to  be  most  immediately  available  for  answering 
inquiries  of  almost  any  sort  arising  in  the  securing  and  handling 
of  foreign  trade.  As  suggestive  of  the  scope  and  detail  of  this 
information  it  may  be  suggested  tiiat  tii^  are  on  file  the  ocmi- 
plete  import  tariffs  of  every  eountry  in  the  world,  supplem^ted 
by  all  the  amendments  and  decisions  relating  to  them;  files  of 
carefully  selected  and  investigated  lists  of  dealers  and  agents 
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in  all  important  lines  of  goods  in  all  the  principal  cities  of  the 
world;  hundreds  of  thousands  of  speml  reports  on  buoness 
enterprises  in  all  parts  of  the  globe;  and  immense  files  of  in- 
formation such  as  would  be  most  valuable  to  the  commercial 
traveler  Tnaking  his  first  visit  to  new  foreign  territory. 

The  bureau  has  a  large  (^rps  of  clerks  trained  in  handling  this 
information  for  the  answmng  of  spedfic  questions  and  the 
giving  of  specific  service  over  the  entire  foreign  trade  field.  Back 
of  this  corps  stands  a  great  group  of  special  correspondents 
located  in  ev^  port  and  prindpal  city  in  the  world,  and  avail- 
able for  all  sorts  of  special  inquiries  and  inve8t%ati(»is.  The 
bureau  is  thus  equipped  to  furnish  a  great  field  of  information 
and  service  immediately,  and  upon  special  inquiry  to  secure 
£^>edal  up-to-li^-minute  information  relating  to  the  sale  of  any 
goods,  to  any  concern,  anywhere, 

SSBYICE  AVAILABLE  TO  MASSACHUSETTS  InDUSTBIES. 

The  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  has  made  a  co- 
operative arrangement  with  the  Philadelphia  Commercial  Mu- 
seum by  which  it  is  able  to  opm  to  liie  manufacturers  and 
merchants  of  Massachusetts  the  entire  service  of  the  foreign 
trade  bureau  of  the  museum.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  answer- 
ing questions  or  giving  information  or  service  which  requires 
cmly  inmdental  wwk.  Wh^  special  investigation  or  reports 
are  involved  a  charge  will  be  made  covering  simply  tiie  actual 
costs  of  clerical  work  and  material  in  the  securing  of  the  informa- 
tion or  performing  the  service.  So  far  as  it  is  possible  to  average 
and  state  them  in  advance,  such  chaiges  are  covered  in  the 
following  schedule.
